Francesco, 


First, I have not read the article you mention. However, I am presuming it 
refers to using FM Handi-talkies commonly used for repeater access and short 
range point-to-point communication. An FM transmitter generates a carrier 
whenever it is keyed. FM modulates by changing the frequency of the 
radiated signal, not its amplitude like AM or SSB. 


So, if the HT will generate a carrier of whatever frequency you have it 
tuned to you can generate CW simply by pressing the Push-To-Talk (PTT) 
switch. If you want to be more elegant you can connect a key across the 
switch and key the transmitter that way. 


OK, so much for transmitting. But, the problem is with receiving. If you 
listen to an HT being keyed what do you hear? Nothing! That's right, 
nothing. The squelch is actually is "broken" by the incomming signal but 
there is nothing there for the FM receiver to demodulate. The discriminator 
circuits work to reject AM signals and a CW signal turns out to be a form of 
AM because its intelligence is contained in being turned on and off. To use 
a HT for CW communication you need to modulate it with a tone. 


MCW is an abbreviation for Modulated Continuous Wave telegraphy. It isa 
mode used occasionally and is legal for amateur operation in many countries. 
You should verify that your PTT permits MCW operation in the frequency range 
you want to use. Then it is a pretty simple matter of building a tone 
generator that produces a CW note that you like (say 750 Hz, or whatever) 
and connecting it in place of the microphone. I believe there was an 
article published in the British magazine Practical Wireless a year or two 
ago on building such a tone generator for just this purpose. 


You could actually use a code practice oscillator and key the HT with it's 
Push to Talk switch but you'd need to be careful about background noise. I 
do advise caution, though; first be absolutely certain it's legal and second 
don't use this mode through a repeater -- you will not make any friends! 

Use it only simplex.

Group, 
For you folks interested in getting on 10 meters with a converted C.B. 
set, here's some information that I've gleaned by downloading PLL 


manufacturer's data sheets and cruising C.B. radio "mods" sites (yecch). 


"Easy" radios are the older ones such as the 1970's Hy-Gain boards in 


which the PLL chip has the programmable divider programming lines 
brought directly to the outside. An example of those chips are the 
PLL-02 and PLL-03. Those are the chips that really got the 
"Free-Banders" rolling since just about any joker who knew which end of a 
soldering iron to hold onto could perform the conversion. With those 
chips, it's simply a matter of setting the proper inputs to the 
programmable divider lines and re-aligning the radio. Typically, Joe Mod 
would just tie an unused programmable divider line on the PLL chip to the 
channel 9 or PA switch on the radio's front panel and move the 40 
channels up by some increment. 


"Hard" radios are the newer ones manufactured within the last 10 years or 
so which use PLL chips that have an internal ROM which drives the 
programmable divider. The ROM has only the C.B. channels mask programmed 
in it and none of the programmable divider lines are brought to the 
"outside world". Bummer. An example of those chips are the LC7185 and 
NPC5122. Radios using these chips can't get much simpler and really are 
pretty slick as they use one just one crystal oscillator, 10.240 MHz for 
the reference/clock and 2nd mixer injection. The first IF is 10.695 MHz 
and the 2nd IF is 455 KHz. IMO, the simplest conversion for those radios 
would be to install a conversion board such as Steve Weber is designing. 


The reason for the manufacturers going to the newer PLL chips is 
economic. These days, LSI is dirt cheap and the new designs drastically 
reduce the manufacturing cost by eliminating a complicated and expensive 
channel selector switch and a lot of other parts. The channel selectors 
in the older radios were actually mechanical ROMS which generated the 
proper inputs to the programmable divider in the PLL chip. Those 
switches also had lines to drive the 7-segment LED displays. Later PLLs 
with ROMs just use either a BCD encoded rotary switch to address the ROM 
or even simpler, an internal counter which steps up or down depending 
upon which of 2 pins on the chip are selected. The output of the counter 
addresses the ROM. Theses chips also usually have a pin or pins, which 
when selected, automatically switch the radio to channel 9 (emergency) or 
channel 19 ("This here's the Rubber Duck, come on..."). 


There are plenty of schemes around to get the newer radios to go out of 
the C.B. band like external oscillator/mixers, etc., but none of them can 
hold a candle to the board Steve Weber is designing. Of course, his 
design has some real "horsepower" having a PIC on board. 


That's it. If I dig up anything new, I'll post it to the list.

I picked up a free board at a ham flea market over the weekend I would 
like to find out more about it. The board has the following main modules 
on it as far as I can tell: 


-A synthetised oscillator using the MC145106 and MC12013 chips with 
two crystals in it, marked 10.240 and 27.400. All the coils in the 
synthetizer are metal slug tuned. 


- A 5.12 VCXO, the output of it probably multiplied, as it progresses 
through the stages, it first has ferrit cored oils, while the last couple 
of coils have metal tuning slugs. The VCXO has about 8 LS TTL MSI and SSI 
chips before them controlling it, consisting of counters, flip-flops, 

and simple gates. 


- There is probably a mixer, marked DBM2 on the circuit board, that gets 
the ouput of the osc. and the multipled VCXO. The mixer looks just like a 
MiniCircuit DBM, no markings on them, and it only has four pins, and not 
eight. 


- After the mixer there are more transistors and coils, but all tuned by 
ferrit slugs. The end of that chain goes to a coax stub, that was cut off, 
probably the RF in/out. 


- From that coax stub, there also goes a filter chain, this with air core 
and metal slug tuned cois. 


- After that filter there is another of that no-name mixer, and there is a 
crystal marked 37.850 next to it. It is also next to that sythetiser. 


- The mixer feeds a 10.7MHz IF strip with ceramic filters and TA7061 and 
TA7130 ICs. At the end of the IF strip there is a LM311 chip. 


- All connections to that board are via that coax and a 26 pin header 
connector. 


The board is beautifully made, silk screened, about 6"x10" in size, on one 
side there is 8042 (date?) stamped on it with the serial number, on the 
other side marked Part No GE-80B-1774, Network Resources Corp, Japan. 


I am wondering what frequency range would that board have worked, what are 
those funny lookig double balanced mixers, and in general, if the board is 
useful for something, I have no 2m or 70cm equipment yet, or just for 
harvesting 

parts. 


Any help would be appreciated!

It could even lead to an inadvertent improvement in a 
circuit.

Hi All, 


I have converted the Hygain boards to Ten 
FM as well as other CBs. The best ones are 
from the late 70's and 80's. Most of the PLL 
chips had enought flexiblity that they can moved 
and expanded on their frequency coverage. 

The best are the: 

PLL-001,PLL-002 

MC145104 ,145106 ,145107 ,145109, and 145112 

Or the SM5104,5106,5107,5109 

MM55104 ,55106 ,55114, 55116 


These chips are all very similar with some different 
configurations in the referance oscillator side of the 
chips. Some are pin for pin replacements. All have 
either 8 or 9 programmable input lines. This is very 
important for the number of steps that can be selected. 

The PLL-002, MC145106, MC145109, MC145112, 
MM55106, MM55116, SM5109, and SM5106 all have 
9 programmable inputs. 

Note most CBs use the same mixing with a 10.695 
IF. The difference is if they use one xtal or two in PLL 
to get the output needed. Usually there is also a 
11.8066 oscillator mixed with the VCO output to divide 
down for the input of the divide by N counter (channel 
selector input counter). 

NOTE these can be moved to the bottom of ten meters 
without any trouble and maybe a switch or two. A very 
crude CW receiver can be made with this set up. I have 
on the bench that I worked up about ten years ago to help 
get someone on to ten meters. They lost interest, but it 
works. This was with no additional parts added except a 
switch to the divide change and to turn on the TX mix osc. 


With the addition of a simple diode mixer and BFO this 
can be a full 4watt output CW transceiver on ten. I have 
only had it working into a dummie load and used my HW9 
into a load as a signal generator for the rx. 

Look around you might have on of these CB and the late 
23 channel units with PLL used these chips also. 

I was running 1 watt on 10 FM, best DX in last cycle was 
Japan simplex. I would work South America and Europe 
through repeaters in St. Thomas and other locations like 
two meters. No beams here just a vertical(shortened CB).
